SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


NOT TO BE VOTED FOR. 


Section of the Uniform Charter Adopted 


Giving.the Power of Selection to the 
CommonCouncil. and as Law Has 


' 
Been Upheld, the New Deal is in 
Force. 


The fate of all the candidates for 


nomioatiou on tho city ticket will no 
longer hang on the suucssea or failure ot 
some candidate for street commissioner. 


The people ot Jsnesville have cast 


their last vote tor .this official. 


Hereafter he will be elected by .the 


common council as has been the case 
with the health officer, the city engineer 
and tho assessors. 
. 


Tho change is the result of the adop- 


tion by the common aouncil. of a part 
ot the general cfiarter law, acd us the 
law has been declared valid, the new- 
order of things will go into affect at the 
spring election. 


Much interest will 'be taken from 


future skirmishes for delegates as the 
result of the change. The street cch 
missioner has always been a factor, bo- 
cause of the fact thai he waX employing 
many men and had a wide acquaintance. 
All other candidates, therefore, had to 
make their peace with . him. It .often 
happened that much the same crowd 
•would attend 
both 
the 
republican 


caucuses—once in the jnterast of 
the 


man who held the job of street commis- 
sioner, and again at the ^opposition pri- 
mary as members of the political party 
holding the caucus. 


Politics, however, had nothing to do 


with the change. The commissioner 
has to work under the direction of the 
counc.il. and the aldermen were held re^ 
sponsible for his work. Therefore thi?y 
felt that they should hnve the naming of 
th*j official. 
The general chart ii- law 


gives the council tho power, so the sec- 
tion was adopted some time ago.
